Provisions under the G.I. Bill 
require Jhat a veteran muBt first 
possess a private, pilot's license, 
or its equivalent, and must meet 
the medical requirements for a 
commercial license, Naser said. 

An eligible veteran entered into 
cin approved flight course will be 
paid an educational assistance al- 
lowance computed tfl the rate of 
00 per cent of the established 
charges for tuition and fees which 
non- veterans enrolled in the same 
flight course ore required lo pay. 
. According to Naser; those al- 
lowances may be paid monthly 
byimTVA-upoirTccelpr-of-a-cer- 
tificatlon from the veteran and 
the school as to the flight train- 
ing received' and the cost to the 
veteran during such month. 

The eligible, veteran will be 
charged one month's educational 
entitlement under the G.I. Bill 
for each $130 which is paid to him 
as educational assistance allow- 
ance for a flight course. 

Naser said that flight training 
as a part of an approved college 
degree program is also available 
to veterans. . '

540,525 in June, an increase. of 
1,808 over the previous month and 
53,684 higher than a year ago. 

Public Aid Director Harold O. 
.Swank said that all programs, 
except blind. assistance, increased 
during June. 

Total June expenditures were 
$42,516,159, an increase of $16,* 
727 over May and an increase of 
$7,251,672 over June 1068. Cur- 
rent expenditures include $998,- 
882, In payments for foster care, 
aid to the medically indigent In 
Chicago and Cicero, and burials. 

The June caseload included 
410,147 persons on assistance to 
the aged, blind or disabled and 
aid to dependent children, receiv- 
ing money'' grants and eligible 
for medical care; 62,-713 eligible 
for medical assistance only, and 
67,665 on general assistance. Re* 
spective figures for r May were 
409,110, 62,367 and 67,240; for June 
1968, 367,821, 53,812 and 65,208. 

The 62,713 persons eligible for 
medical assistance only, up 346 
over May, are included in "the 
trends of the individual programs 
that follow. The June cost was 
$5,744,242.. ..*.*. /, 

The aid to dependent children 
program served 360,642 persons 
in June, an Increase of 687 over 
May and 45,179 higher than in 
June . 1968. Expenditures were 
$21,871,818 in June, ail average 
of $60.65 per person; $22,002,^50 
in May, and $17,580,094 in Juno 
1968, 

Old age assistance helped 
64,235 persons, 250 more than In 
May and 637 more than a year 
ago. Expenditures in June were 
$6,678,726, an average of $103.97; 
$6,812,849 in May, .and $7,155,724 
in June 1968. 

Blind assistance numbered 2,003 
persons in June, down seven from 
the previous month and 69 less 
than a year ago.

Howlett 
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Michael J. Howlett, Illinois' 
state Auditor of Public Accounts, 
has questioned the Nixon admin- 
istration's plan to penalize low- 
tax states in distribution of fed- 
eral revenue-sharing. 

Howlett discussed the revenue- 
sharing proposal in an address to 
the National Association of State 
Auditors, Comptrollers and 
Treasurers in convention at the 
Jackson Lake Lodge here. 

He (old them the Nixon admin- 
istration formula is intended to 
stimulate states and local govern- 
ments to raise their own taxes to 
he eligible for bigger shares of 
the new federal "pie." . 

"Illinois will be hurt by this, 
while the big taxcrs and spenders, 
such as New York, will be help- 
ed. 1 * said Howlett. "Illinois will 
gel less than 1/3 of New York's 
possessive share. 

"I do not challenge this con- 
cept for partisan reasons. The 
Nixon administration picked up 
the concept from legislation de- 
veloped by the Advisory Commis- 
sion on Intergovernmental Rela- 
tion and Introduced in the Senate 
by a, nationally prominent Demo- 
crat, the Hon. Edward- Muskie. 

"I am for revenue-sharing. The 
states and local governments 
need more monoy from the fed- 
eral government. But I question 
the proposal to award bonuses to 
the states and local governments 
with a record of 'tax effort," 
meaning those who take the big- 
gest bite from the personal in- 
come dollar of the residents. 

"Illinois has been a low-lax, 
high income state for years, un- 
der, Republican and Democratic 
Administrations., We have not 
been been ashamed of this. We 
have bragged about it. * 

"In Illinois, I have made many 
speeches about slate fiscal policy 
pointing out— with pride, not dis- 
may—that the people of Illinois 
pay out less of their personal in- 
come dollar for the general ex- 
penditure of state and local gov- 
ernment than any other state in 
the union.

Engle Cites 
Bills Bad 
Effects 

Constriction of the resale mar- 
ket for rental housing by mak- 
ing investment in such real .es- 
tate less attractive would occur 
if the Senate accepts two sec- 
tions of the House-passed tax re- 
form measure, according to the 
president of the Waukcgan-Lake 
County Board of Realtors. 

Morton Engle, president, ex- 
plained that the House version of 
the bill would limit the maximum 
rate of depreciation on existing 
proportjMo straight-line deprecia- 
tion, and a second provision would 
recapture as ordinary income all 
depreciation taken in excess of 
the straight-line method. 

"The prediction that such 
changes Will result in a lessening 
of investment in rental housing 
comes from the best- possible 
source— the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development," 
Engle said.. 

Tho National Association of 
Real Estate Boards, of which the 
Waukegan-Lakc County Board of 
Realtors is a member, will join 
with HUD in opposing these 
changes, he continued. 

A third provision would ter- 
minate existing forms of acceler- 
ated depreciation for new com- 
mercial and industrial buildings, 
thereby administering a sharp 
blow at efforts to renew our cities. 

Rental housing is in short sup- 
ply,- vacancy rates are. below 1 
per cent in our largest cities, in- 
flation and tight money arc cut- 
ting off the supply of new rental 
housing. With such a situation, 
and with a state national goal of 
providing adequate housing for 
alt Americans, we feel it is ironic 
that the House should have 
passed a measure which will les- 
sen the amount of private capital 
invested in rental housing, Engle 
explained.. 

"Our Association recognizes the 
need for tax reform and has add- 
ed its support to several proposals 
to. eliminate inequities. We do 
noLfeel, however, that 'reform* is 
the proper word for proposals 
which will lessen the upgrading of 
the nation's housing inventory.
